Magor will vſually ſay, that one Portingall will 


beate three of his ſubiedts, and one Engliſh man will 


beate three Portingalls. In this Countrey there are 
many ſcuerall Sets, ſome called Bauians, who will 
kill nothing thatharh life, no not ſo.mych as ſnakes.
